This just was not a very good

And from where we were it 
appeared that the Hamlin fans out­ 
numbered the home town fans. 
And if the fans will keep this 
spirit and the boys will pull them­ 
selves together for the game this 
week with Stamford—we are not out 
of the race yet. 
The game this week should be 
quite a battle since the team that 
loses is out of the race for even a 
share of the title. 
Since this is Homecoming for 
the Piper exes this could give the 
team just the extra desire they will 
need to go all the way. 


We received an invitation from 
Governor Preston Smith to attend 
the first Governor's Public Support 
Conference on Traffic Safety to be 
held in Austin on Nov. 18.

But we hope the conference is a 
success for we know of no other 
problem that needs public support 
more than traffic safety. More than 
3,400 Texans died during the past 
year in 
traffic accidents and an 
additional 217, OOO were injured at 
an 
economic loss of nearly one 
billion dollars. 
There are a number of things 
that the state could do to help cut 
down this tragic loss if the public 
would demand it. Stronger enforce­ 
ment of existing traffic laws and the 
elimination of unfit drivers from 
our highways could save many lives. 
But somehow we seem to get more 
upset about depriving someone of 
driving than we do about the dead 
and the injured. 
There is only so far you can go 
in making the highways and the cars 
safe and then you must start to work 
on 
the people behind the wheel. 
\\ hile we w'ould 
not particularly 
enjoy having to take a driver's test 
every few years we suspect that 
this would go a long way in saving 
the lives of many people that other­ 
wise will die on our highways each 
ye ai*. 
Somehow' it seems to us that the 
public would support stronger tra f­ 
fic laws than the legislature seems 
willing to pass. The only 
explan­ 
ation we can give for this is that our 
representatives heed the advice 
of 
the loud minority, rather than the 
quiet majority.
